; YOKOHAMA. 

The advices brought by the present mail from Yokohama are 
to the 26th July, and have of course been anticipated by 
those received a fortnight since per Pacific mail, which extended 
to the 29th. We have therefore no news of importance, but 
the following extracts from a correspondent’s letter will be found 


interesting :— 

H.M.8. Rodney and Juno have left for England. The demands 
of the Japanese for silkworms’ eggs have much increased, and 
the price is now four dollars per card. They are said to be scarce, 
The harbour of Yokohama is fuller than ever known ; no less than 
one hundred vessels of all descriptions. 

Sir Harry Parkes now resides chiefly at Yedo, where a general 
improvement has taken place since the conclusion of the war. 
The late Shiogoon’s grounds, Hamogoten, are being prepared for 
Prince Alfred, who is daily expected. The Japanese now have 
the entire traffic which was opened up by Foreigners for daily 
communicatioa by coach between here and Yedo. Steamers are 
also running daily from Yokohama to Yedo. The new hotel at 
Yedo continues to be well patronised. The new British Consulate 
is nearly finished, with its curious three towers, which are a stand- 
ing joke against Major Crossman, the architect. The lots on the 
bluff have been built on, and most of the residents reside there, 
using the settlement for business purposes only. 

No signs of railway yet. The kinsats may assist it on, as with 
this paper money (all extra) on this country the holders may re- 
quire employment for it, and would sooner hold a share in a rail- 
way which must pay than a piece of paper which might be burnt 
or robbed. The kinsats are much abused by the Foreigners, but 
if they are understood rightly I think the Government have acted 
well in circulating them. War has to be paid for, and the Mi- 
kado’s Government, having no money, had to issue paper money, 
and is confident of redeeming some day. When issuing it they 
inform the native public that it must pass at par with silver; 80 
with this as law everybody is safe, and in Yedo it passes freely for 
everything—cup of tea, labour, boat or chair hire, picul of rice, 
&c., and is used by everybody. The doings of the Parliament are 
kept rather secret ; they still continue their meetings. The pre- 
sent Government are anxious to encourage companics, and want 
to carry through a grand farm scheme, whch will occupy many of 
the Shiogoon’s followers. 

The Japan Gazette gives currency to a rumour that the other 
day two stcames left with Satsuma and Chosiu troops for the 
Island of Tsusima, lying between Shimonoseki and Corea. The 
same paper mentions a report that Echizen is to be made regent, 
and that Stotsbashi will accept office under the Mikado’s govern- 
ment. A letter recently received from Hakodadi says: ‘‘ The War 
is over. The army and navy are on their way home. In one 
month Yedo will be quiet, and we shall reobably have peace in 
Japan for some time to come.” :

SHANGHAI. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
Saaneuar, July 29. 

By the American mail which left this on the 19th inst. I for- 
warded you copies of the addresses presented to H.E. J. Ross 
Browne, late U.S. Minister to Pcking, by the American and Bri- 
tish communities respectively, with the replies thereto.* 

On the 17th inst. the P. and O. steamer Sunda, with the Eng- 
lish mail of the 4th June, arrived, three days before contract 
time. She brought Reuter’s telegrams to the 27th June, being 
fourf$days later than those published in the Strazts Times. On 
the 22nd two telegrams, bearing date of June 29, were received 
one via Galle, the other by Grant’s Trans-Mongolian line. As 
usual, the differences between them were so material as to render 
both almost useless. On the 26th the French mail of June 10 
(from London) arrived, with telegrams tothe 2nd inst., which were 
supplemented yesterday by Trans-Mongolian and Kiachta tele- 
grams to the 6th inst. These are now our latest advices. 

The foreign Consuls have jointly addressed the following letter 


to the Taoutai with reference to the proposed telegraph from 
Shanghai to the Kiu-toan Beacon :— 


The undersigned Foreign Ccnsuls in Shanghai have received a letter 
from the Chairman of the Chamber of Commerce as follows :— 


‘¢This Chamber is informed by the Commissioner of Customs that 
there are materials now at the Custom I[ouse sutlicient for the construction 
of aline of telegraph from Shanghai to the Kiu-toan Beacon, and that 
while there would be little difficulty in the working of such a line by the 
Customs and IJarbour Master’s departments those services would be 
materially aided by it, as affording a means of rapid communication with 
the light-house or light-ship in case of accident, or of their requiring stores 
or assistance; and for reporting the arrivals and departnres of vessels, 
The general shipping of the port would be equally benetited by these ad- 
vantages ; but the most important use of the telegraph would be to make 
known wrecks or the grounding of vessels, which the dangers of the 
entrance to the Yanetsze renders sometimes unavoidable. 

© The channel between the Block-house shoal and the south shore is 
very narrow, and the shoal is rapidly growing, and in thick or even hazy 
weather it is almost impossible to judge accurately of the distance from 
either shore; vessels are consequently frequently grounding, causing de- 
lay, straining of the ships, and liability to loss by damage of cargoes, and 
in some instances to total wreck, with a sacrifice of life. In these cases, 
timely assistance would be the means of saving mach valuable property, 
and on some occasions the lives of the crews. 

“During the present veartea vessels have grounded in the neighbourhood; 
in one case four lives were lost. 

“It is doubtless needless for the Chamber to enlarge further upon the 
utility of the establishment of the communication, as its advantages will 
be fully recognised by the Consular body; the Chinese authorities may 
not be alive to them unless the matter is urged upon them in a manner 
calculated to engage their attention. 

‘The undersigned (Consuls) approve and commend the sense of this 
letter. Many vessels, both native and foreign, frequent this port. The 
expanse of water at the mouth of the Yangtsze is great. In some places 
there are shoals, and in other places the channel is narrow and the naviga- 
tion intricate. It thus happens that some vessels are wrecked, and that 
others are saved only by great exertions, or the timely arrival of aid. 
The proposed telegraph would strike the river at a point distant more 
than forty miles from Shanghai, and where the naviyation is peculiarly 
difficult. At the point proposed, moreover, there already exists a lofty 
light-house known as the Kiutoan Beacon, from which a wide view of the 
river can be had. By using the telegraph, Shanghai would be brought 
into instantaneous communication with the Beacon, and beyond doubt 
much property and many lives would be saved in consequence, for in this 
way succour would be instantly despatched ; while, as matters now are, 
hours are likely to elapse before news of disaster reaches us. We there- 
fore ask you to co-operate with us in procuring the permission of the 
Government for the erection of such a line of telegraph. 

“ Whether this should be done at the expense of the Government or of 
the foreign community, or conjointly, and the character of the regulations 
are minor matters, which may be determined after the Government has 
accori(ed assent in general terms. 

“You will understand that this proposition should stand or fall on its 
merits, a8 all other propositions shceuld. The grant of permiasion in one 
case dovs not bind the Government to give assent in another case.—We 
have, &c,.” 


I may remark that the materials for this telegraph were pur- 
chased four years ago, and have since lain in the Customs godowns, 
the Chinese authorities having persistently refused to permit their 
use. The Taotai has replicd to this last representation by a curt 
and decisive refusal- translation of which I append. May his 
shadow never be less ! 

Tu, the Tautai, acknowledges reccipt of a joint despatch, on the 7th of 
6th month (July 15, 1869), from the various foreign Consuls residing at 
Shanghai, setting forth the representation of the Chamber of Commerca 
on the necessity and advantages of a line of telegraph from Shanghai to 
the vicinity of the Kiu-toan Beacon, &e. 

The Tautai finds, upon irve-tivation of this subject, that in the 6th 
month of the 3rd year of Tung-che (July, 1864) the Commissioner of Cus- 





* These documents appeared in our last issue, a fortnight since. This morning 
they appear in the daily papers as the Jatest China news! 
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toms, Mr. Dick, recommended the laying down of a telegraph line from 
Shanghai to Wusung; and at that time Ting Futai, being then Tautai, 
represented the matter to Lee Futai, who made reply that: —“ The appli- 
cation for the erection of a telegraph line is a matter entirely without 
precedent, and as it does not find any place in the treaty stipulations the 
discussion of such a matter is not to be lightly entered upon—wherefore, 
he orders that any proceedings in the matter be at once arrested.” After- 
wards, in the intercalary 5th month of the 4th year of Tuny-che (July, 
1865), an English merchant of Lee-fu hong clandestinely erected tele- 
graph poles at Pootung (East of the Whampu river), which were pulled 
up by some persons; and the district macistrate of Saanshai, and the 
Ting Magistrate of Chuen Sha, having been ordered to inquire into the 
matter, they replied :— 

“That Foreigners to erect wooden posts in the interior is injurious to 
the Fung Shui and to the agricultural interests of the people, and already 
it hus resulted in the death of some of the people—whose loss of life cans 
not be accounted for on any other grounds; and the whole body of the 
people—rushing on like a flood—appeul to us to arrest such proceedings,” 
and having received the orders of the Imperial Commissioner Lee, stating : 

“That the erection of foreign telegraph wires in China is a matter 
attended with great obstacles to the Fung Shui and to the agricultural in- 
terests of the people, and must lead to great di-satisfaction on their part, 
And besides, the various foreign Mini-tera at Peking have already made 
application to the Board of Foreign Affairs at Leking for permission to 
have telezraphs established, and repeatedly has the Board reasonably re- 
fased such applications, which is on record.” 

The Tautai Tu thus finds that there is no provision whatever in the 
Treaties for the erection of telegraphs, and that it would be a great offence 
to the feeling of the people; and besides, Chuen Sha belongs to the interior 
sea coast, and is not a place for foreign commerce, and it could not be 
peaceably erected there; and the preceding caxes may be considered ag 
showing how the present application would be received ; so that the Tautai 
finds it not convenient to send up the application; wherefore the Tautai 
makes this reply to the Consuls, requesting them to inform the merchants 
that there is no occasion for a telegraph wire in Chiva. 

To the Consuls for U.S. of America, England, France, Prussia, 
Sweden, Portugal, Italy, Denmark, Spain, Russia, Holland— 
eleven countries.

The committce of the Chamber of Commerce have issued a cir- 
cular to their members proposing the establivhment of an Asso- 
ciation in England to agitate China questions, and represent gene- 
rally the interests of merchants engage in the China trade. 
Each member is requested to state the amount of the donation he 
would be disposed to give to forward the scheme. I have not yet 
heard the result. 

The first of a series of quarterly reports by the Watch Committee 
has been published. It announces the attempts of the council to 
put down many minor nuisances, such as the exercising of horses 
in the public streets, and the like. [besides these matters the 
committce have taken in hand the repression of certain opium 
houses, “ wherein women are kept for purposes of forced prostitu- 
tion.” You wil hardly believe that the committee have it in con- 
plation to order the muzzling of doys dutiny the hot weather, which 
has now, after long delay, come upon us in a tremendous outburst. 
I hope, however, that the lessons taught in London last year, as 
well as the scientific opinions which have been place-l at the dis- 

osal of the committee, will prevent this dangerous barbarity from 
fone put in operation. 

On the 13th and 19th inst. meetings of the Treaty Consuls were 
held to consider the alterations in the pronosed revised code of 
land regulations, which alterations were approved at the land 
renters’ meeting of the 27th and 2sth of May. <All the amend- 
ments were accepted by the Consuls, with the exception of that 
which provided that municipal questions of a legal character 
shall be tried in the British Supreme Court. It is almost need- 
less to say that such an arranzement would soon be found not to 
work, and, therefore, it seems wise for the Consuls to have referred 
the matter to the Ministers. 

The Indian named George, against whom a verdict of wilful 
murder was returned at a recent investigation into the death of 
a Chinese, deliberately shot by him, was on the 16th inst. con- 
victed, and sentenced to death. Exeention is stayed until the 
pleasure of Her Majesty’s Minister shall be kaown. Meanwhile, 
the prisoner’s counsel, Mr. Hansen has raised objections to the 
conviction, on the grounds that thejury did not consist of twelve 
persons, and that native testimony was taken. His arguments are 
now under consideration. 

Meetings of the creditors of Messrs. Rowley Miller and ©, T. 
Jones were held on the 23rd inst. At the former, an additional 
dividend of 0.239 per cent. was declared, bringing the total of the 
dividends paid toa little over 12 per cent. At the latter some 
further claims were proved, and the official assignee announced 
that the available assets would produce a dividend of 4$ per cent. 
This was declared, and the bankrupt was ordered to file his 
accounts, which he has hitherto neglected to ds. On the follow- 
ing day a second dividend meeting in the bankrupt estate of Mr. 
K. R. Mackenzie resulted in the declaration of a dividend of 0.365 
on the debts proved, which amount to Tls. 36,000, 

A serious fire, by which about twenty houses were destroyed, 
broke out on,the morning of the 16th inst. in Smith’s-market. 
The origin of the fire is variously attributed to ineeudiaries in- 
terested in a neizhbouring pawn office, and to accident occurring 
in an opium den. Others, avain, stare that it beyan ina paper 
shop, where so:ne religious ceremony was being conducted, with 
the usual amount of crackers, illumination, &c. IJlowever it 
arose, comparatively little damage was done, and this gratifying

fact is solely due to the efficiency of the police and fire-brigade 
arrangements and the great power of the municipal steam fire 
engine. 
The new British gaol buildings on the Soochow Creek are slowly 
approaching completion. It is thought that within three months 
they will be roofed; but nearly a year will elapse before the 
necessary fittings will have been put up. Sanitary precautions 
have been taken, securing ventilation, and so forth. The prisoners 
will, therefore, be kept in as perfect a state of health as is com- 
~atible with confinement. 
ox The Bubbling Well-road, hitherto the resort of pedestrians, 
equestrians, and carriage folk, has lately been “metalled,” and 
this, though very welcome to drivers, has dismayed riders solici- 
tous about their ponies’ feet. But representations on the part of 
the equestrians have had no effect, and, accordingly, an opposition 
riding course, uniting the Bubbling Well-road to that leading to 
the Stone-bridge, will shortly be opened. The land has already 
been bought for the sum of Tis. 300, and will be paid for by sub- 
scription. 

Some inconvenience has been caused by the retention here of 
English mail matter intended for Nagasaki, Hiogo, and Osaka, 
although a Pacific steamer left for these ports since the arrival of 
last English mail. ‘The reason is that the U.S. Consul-General 
has been informed from Washington that the international postal 
arrangements apply only to the lines from Hong Kong to Voko: 
hama for British mail matter, and from Yokchama to Shanghai 
for American. Hence mails sent by either the English or American 

' postal authorities over other lines between China and Japan must 
e paid for in the usual way. Mr. Seward offered to send the 
mails from Shanghai by last Pacific steamer, on the understand- 
ing that the customary postage should be collected on delivery, 
but Mr. Mitchell would not consent, and directed the British post- 
master here to wait for another opportunity. 

The weather has for the last ten days been hotter than at the 
corresponding periods during the past six years. Consequently, 
sunstrcke has been very common, chiefly, however, among sailors 
and others exposed during the heat of the day. Several deaths 
have been reported ; amongst the rest, Mr. Major, the venerable 
and highly esteemed manager of Messrs. Jardine, Matheson and 
Co.’s silk factory, has succumbed. Mr. Major was one of the 
Waterloo veterans, having commanded a troop of Prussian herse 
under Blucher on the memorable 18th June, 1815. Mr. Nash, 
Paymaster of the Zia, was struck down on the 22nd inst., and 
the sick list on board that ship has been s0 heavy that the com- 
mander took her tosea lust Sunday. 

Mr. Jamieson, Consular Assistant at Chinkiang, has been ap- 

inted Acting Law Sceretary in the Supreme Court, vice Mr. 
Monat, who goes to En-land on leave in September, for the pur- 
pose of qualitying for the bar. Mr. Jamieson will be succeedud 
at Chinkiang by Mr. Stronach. Fever has been raging at Chin- 
Kiang. The people, both native and forcign, living on shore have 
suffered severcly, and on the river the English gunboat J'irm has 
had so heavy a sick list that it was deemed advisable to send from 
here the surgeon of the Zdra. 

Itold you some mails ago of a murderous assault committed 
by certain Chinese upon a German constable in the employ of the 
Taoutai of Chefoo. ‘Ic man recovered from his injuries, and re- 
turned to duty. The other day he received a warrant to arrest a 
Chinaman who had threatened the life of his master. On ap- 
proaching him he saw that he was armed with a knite, and the 
man, further, refused to give himself up. The constable then 
fired over his head; but this having no effect, he fired a sccond 
shot, which went throuzh his heart. No blame is attached to the 
constable. A Roman Catholic church has just been opened at 
Chefoo. 

The following items are clipped from the Overkind Express :— 

Our New Trinity Church is to he opened for divine service on 
Sunday next. It is cutirely finished now, and has several very 
handsome memorial windows already sct up. Ta. 3,000 or Tls 
4,000 are still wanting to free the building from debt, and this 
amount the committee are making cvery possible endeavour to. 
Collect. 

The London and China Express received by last English mail, 
in announcing that a peal of bells (fcur in number) has been pre- 
sented by an ex trustee to the Hong Kong Cathedral, states that 
this will be the only peal possessed by any ecclesiastical building 
in China. We must correct this mistake and remind our London 
contemporary that the Seamans’ Church at Pootung has already 
a peal of three hells, presented also by the liberality of an ex 
trustee, a German gentleman, who took a great interest in the little 
editice across the water. 

Velocipedes are apparently coming into use amongst our 
Celestial fellow residents, amongst the number; we notice espe- 
cially, the manager of the Yang-tae Cargo-boat Company, who 
daily makes his rounds on aticycle, and has already attained great 
proficiency in its use. 





Our Tientsin correspondent writes, under date July 10:—The 
‘Austrians have arrived, and gone up to Peking on passports 
‘furnished by the British Consul here ; so they do not appear there 
in their othcial capacity. ‘lo have done so would have uccessi- 
tated waiting for instructions from Peking, entailing considerable 
delay, and time being precious they went at once, and will be the 
guests of Sir 1. Alcock while in the Capital. Lady Alcock has

HANKOW AND KIUKIANG. 


A letter from Hankow, under date July 21st, says :-— 

With regard to business matters, they are almost the same, 
little or nothing doing, in consequence of the floods. I do not 
think that there has been a chop of tea settled for some days ; 
large quantities of oil are being shipped off ; this, of course, is fo 
native consumption, and also considerable quantities of nativ 
produce. 

The water stands at the time of writing 4ft. 6in. above the level 
of the bund. The ground floors of many of the Foreign hongs 
are under water, and the inmates obliged to find refuge in the 
rooms above ; at the club the water is over 5ft. in the lower rooms, 
and as we sat in church on Sunday last several of the congrega- 
tion were compelled many times to change their places as the water 
rose, to prevent getting wet feet; in fact every place isina sad 
state, crops destroyed, starvation and famine literally staring the 
unfortunate country-people in the face, and they have neither 
means nor courage to combat its effects. 

The river also wears the same appearance all the way down its 
banks, which are many feet under water, until we come to the 
high country, or rather the range of hills through which the river 
passes. When going down the river a day or two agol was 
struck with the green and fertile appearance of this locality com- 

ared to the vast inland sea which we had just passed through. 

he peasantry prosecuting their daily labour, tilling and plough- 
ing the land, apparently unconscious of the misery, want, and 
famine prevailing with their own country people only a few miles 
further along the river, on either side of them ; these people ap- 
pear contented and happy: 

Now we arrive at Kiukiang, a terrible scene presents itself here, 
the settlement and every place around being under water ; but I 
did not remain more than a few minutes, and proceeded about 

eight or ten miles further down the river, where the embankment 
has given way, the country on the other side being some feet lower 
than the surface of the river ; through this gap the water raged 
and foamed like a cataract. This is the embankment which has 
given way, and which is erroneously stated in one of your con- 
temporaries as being opposite Kiukiang. The vast extent of low 
flat country beyond this embankment extends for at least thirty 
miles to the hills, and might be called the valley of the Yang- 
tzse. All those who have the means are making tracks for the 
opposite bank of the river, where many hundreds have Janded in 
safety. 

The river still continues to rise about 2} inches daily, with no 
visible appearance of its stopping. If it still continues at this 
rate, it will soon find the level of the great flood of 1848, the 
greatest the Chincse have on record ; the water then reached as 
high as eleven feet above the level of the bund. 


(FROM A CORRESPONDENT.) 
Hankow, July 24, 1869. 

It may perhaps be of interest to you to know that this flood is 
tke worst to which the place has been subjected since Foreigners 
have been here, being now one foot higher than in 1866. The water 
is three to four feet deep in any part of the Concession, and in 
many places much deeper. 

We were obliged last Sunday and the Sunday before to go to 
church in sampans, and to-morrow service is to be held in a pri- 
vate house, as the church is flooded. For two days the rise has 
been very small, so there is some chance of its taking a turn in 
the right direction, but it must be a long time before so large a 
body of water can get away. 

To-day we hear that one of the great water walls, of which 
there are many on the Yangtsze, has given way, and about forty 
square miles of country have been flooded, causing great loss of 
lite and property, as all the houses were below the water level 
before the wall broke, and are now therefore quite covered. All 
the way from this to Chinkiang the water is unusually high, flood- 
ing the country for miles on either side of the natural course of 
the river. At Kiukiang it is four feet higher than Foreigners 
have ever seen it. 





FOOCHOW. 

From this port we have advices to the 30th July. The English 
mail of June 4 arrived out on the 22nd July. The principal 
topic of interest is an interchange of letters between the British 
Consul and the residents concerning the “Sharp Peak” difficulty, 
copics of which have been forwarded us by a correspondent. 

Foocnow, 22nd July, 1869. 

Srr,—We, the undersigned British subjects residing at this port, 
having read with surprise the pentane despatch of H.M.’s Mi- 
nister for Foreign Affairs, dated 23rd April last, censuring your 
action with regard to the Sharp Peak difficulty, are desirous of 
expressing our great regret at the course H.M.’s Government has 
taken in this matter. 

We are of opinion that the measures you adopted were judi- 
cious, and such as to promote the safety and permanent interests 
of foreign residents in China, as we are convinced that the only 
way to avert such an accumulation of outrages as must lead to a 
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general war is to deal promptly and on the spot with each diffi- 
culty as it arises, 

Having for so long a period received every possible assistance 
and consideration from you as our Consul, and knowing as we do 
the respect in which you are held by the authoritics of the pro- 
vince, and the amicable relations between ourselves and the 
Chinese which have resulted therefrom, we feel it our duty to ex- 
press our sympathy with you on the present occasion.—We re- 
main, with much respect, your obedient servants,

GentLeMeN,—I am deeply sensible to the expression of sym- 
pathy which you have conveyed to me in your letter of the 20th 
instant, in reference to the censure which it has pleased the Earl 
of Clarendon to pass upon me for my action in the missionary 
difficulty on Sharp Peak Island. 

It is very gratifying to me to find that my humble efforts to do 
my duty, in advancing the interests of my fellow countrymen in 
this distant part of the world, have been appreciated by so large 
and respectable a portion of our worthy community. 

Allow me to add with reference to the subject itself, that Her 
Britannic Majesty’s Minister at Peking has not yet conveyed to 
me his Lordship’s displeasure, but which, in common with your- 
selves, I read in the Home newspapers, and that I have the hope 
that when the noble Earl shall become acquainted with the diffi- 
culties I had to contend with, his Lordship may relent in his judg- 
ment on this matter. 

I beg you will each of you accept my sincere thanks for the 
generous manner in which you have alluded to my public services 
at this port.—I have the honour to be, Gentlemen, your obedient 
servant, (Signed) Cras.

AMOY. 
(FROM A CORRESPONDENT.) 
Aug. 2, 1869. 

On the 28th ultimo a great gloom was cast over this community 
by the melancholy death of Mr. Gibson, late Acting Consul at 
Taiwan. He arrived here from Formosa about six weeks ago, on 
his way to Canton, where he was going to act as Interpreter during 
the temporary absence of Mr. Mayers ; but he was too much broken 
down in health to proceed. The late troubles in Formosa, and 
the unfavourable light in which his actions had been viewed by 
the Foreign-office, preyed upon his mind, and brought him toa 
low state of health, and on exerting himself more than usual 
about ten days ago he broke a blood-vessel, after which he never 
rallied. In Mr. Gibson the Consular service has lost an able 
officer, and one of great rectitude and straightforwardness of con- 
duct, and, above all, one who had the honour of his country 
always at heart. I believe his greatest enemies among the Chinese 
officials inwardly admired him for his firmness and rectitude of 
purpose, for on his departure from Taiwan for Amoy a high Court 
official said with warmth to a European bystander, “ There goes 
a good man.” Chinese are not in the habit of casting eulogium 
upon Foreigners unless deserved. 

Nothing of note is stirring here; the American steamer Fung 
Shui lies a complete wreck upon the rocks where she struck 
about a fortnight ago. All her cargo has been saved—very little 
of it damaged. 

Purchases of Congous for the London market are being made 
in emall quantities. The Gleam, a British barque of 291 tons, is 
on the berth for London. 


(FROM ANOTHER CORRESPONDENT.) 


Aug. 2, 1869. 

Amoy is such a quiet, out-of-the-way place, that our news gene- 
rally is of a very unexciting and uninteresting character. During 
the last week a gloom has been thrown over our community by 
the death of Mr. Gibson, late Vice-Consul at Tai-wan-fu, Formosa. 
Although he died of a disease which would ultimately have proved 
fatal, there is no doubt that{his death was hastened by the troubles 
in Formosa. There is a peculiarity about the condition of things 
in that island that renders residence by Foreigners there much 
more difficult than in perhaps any part of the mainland. A great 
number of the people that live there are immigrants, and these 
are such as have failed either in trade or in character, and have 
been compelled to flee their native places. The consequence is 
that the habits and morals of the people are of a much lower 
standard than are to be found along any part of the coast of 
China. The people moreover are less under the control of the 
mandarins, and whether the prevailing atmosphere has affected 
those in authority or no, it is a fact that the officials go to greater 
lengths in wrong than their brethren on the mainland. Now, it 
must be remembered that when Mr. Gibson arrived in Formosa 
the troubles that ultimately culminated as they did had been in 
existence fora considerable length of time. It was, even then, 
becoming difficult for Foreigners to reside in the place, and it was 
only the prompt action of the Consul that secured a toler- 
able amount of safety to either missionary or merchant. 
It must be remembered, too, that Mr. Gibson’s battle 
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was with the mandarins, the constituted authorities, who were 
bound, not simply by treaty right, but by the laws of China, to 
see that justice was administered ; and it was because he com- 
pelled them to recede from a line of conduct which arose out of 
an intense hatred of Foreigners that his action has been disap- 
proved of by the English Government. Of all the late proceed- 
ings of the Government, in reference to Consular matters gene- 
rally, there is none that has excited so much indignation as its 
action in the Formosa case. Mr. Gibson was a man of very chi- 
valrous and noble character. It was in no tyrannical spirit tb 
the last appeal was made to force; it was because every other 
plan had failed to repress the violence of those in authority. He 
has passed away with the disapprobation of the Government 
resting upon him ; but his memory is held in the deepest respect 
by those who know the facts of the case, and it may not be assum- 
ing too much to say that future events will prove that Mr. Gib- 
son’s action in Formosa was the right and the honourable one. 

For the last few weeks the heat has been intense inAmoy. There 
has been no rain, too, for a long time, so the farmers are getting 
very anxious about their crops, The mandarins have issued orders 
that for three days no pigs must be killed. They hope by this 
act of mercy to propitiate the idols, and thus obtain rain. 


HONG KONG. 

Advices from this port are to the 5th August. The English 
mail of June 18 arrived out on the 27th{July, with London tele- 
grams to the 10th July. The Colonial papers are chiefly oc- 
cupied with the correspondence between the Shanghai residents 
and Mr. Ross Browne, and there is little local news of interest, 
The following is from the China Mail :— 

The statistics supplied by a correspondent to our contemporary 
tell a melancholy tale of extravagance in the cost of administer- 
ing local government, and supply a text on which the Hong Kong 
Association may dilate with more real hope of success than if they 
confine their efforts at reform to the Military Contribution. The 
expenses of the Local Government are absolutely frightful in 
comparison with the work that has to be done. So much is ad- 
mitted in private; why ia it not insisted on iz public and dy the 
public? Why leave it to the newspapers to growl alone? We 
will give one hint which may not be useless to the meet- 
ing on Thursday. A circular appears in the Colonial-office 
Regulations issucd at the commencement of the present year, 
dated Dec. 5, 1865, relative to the system of furnishing 
Government houses in those of Her Majesty’s colonies not 
possessing Representative Governments, of which Hong Kong 
is most certainly one. At present (the circular says) the 
usual rule is that the reception rooms are furnished by the 
public, and the rest of the rooms by the Governor. Certain modi- 
fications of this rule are permissible, but the Circular concludes 
with the following significant paragraph :—‘ The rule would, of 
course, only apply to a house used as the customary and official 
residence of a Governor (as Government-house and offices here), 
and would not be applicable to any country residence to which a 
Governor might occasionally retire for his health and amusement ” 
—such, for instance, as the pretty, substantial, and very healthily 
situated gubernatorial hermitage at the most pleasant, breezy, 
and commanding spot on the summit of the Victoria Peak, 
Hong Kong. Has the expense of making the retreat been 
defrayed from the public revenue of the colony? If 20, 
to what department is it charged? Most likely—if charged 
upon the revenue at all—to Public Works. We do not 
object toa Governor getting hold of a “ residence to which he 
might occasionally retire for his health and amusement ;” but 
when it is not paid for openly, but its cost is smuggled into other 
items where it escapes detection, we may regard it as the evi- 
dence of a bad system of book-keeping, by which expenditure may 
be swelled at discretion, and the evil example extend through all 
departments of the State. It is in this system that we believe 
the secret of our unduly large outlay may be found, and we hope 
the Association will look into it. 

The census of June 30th shows a decrease of 393 souls since 
that last taken. 

The Daily Press gives the following account of the opening of 
a new slip :—Messrs. McDonald and Co., of the West Point Patent 
Slip, made their first essay on the 29th July by hauling up their 
own hulk, a vessel of some 250 tons burthen. It was gratifying 
to see so many of our authorities in matters nautical, and mer- 
chants interested in shipping matters, present on the scene}— 
amongst whom may be named the Harbour-master and the officers 
of his department, the surveyors to Lloyds and French Lloyds, 
and the manager of the P. & O. Company, with several of the 
commanders in the service of that influential company. Every- 
thing went off as well as could be expected or hoped for in the 
essay, by which it isnot to be understood that there were not 
several of those hitches which in the use of entirely new ma- 
chinery, for the first time, by a gang of men_totally uneducated __ 
to machine labour, must necessarily occur. Rather was it mar~ 
vellous to see how quickly the presiding genius, Mr. A. McDonald, 
met and overcame them as they occurred. 

In consequence of the loss of the steamer Fungshuz, there is no 

rivate steamer ;running to Manila; but it is said that one of 
essrs. Landstein and Co.’s steamers is preparing for the line

COMPTOIRE D’ESCOMPTE DE PARIS V. RODGER AND OTHERS.— 
MOTION TO CONTINUE INJUNCTION. 


Mr. Hayllar appeared for the bank, Mr. White for the Man- 
~ ester firm, and Mr. Pollard (Acting Attorney-General) appeared 
on the official assignee’s behalf. 

The motion was for the continuation of injunction to stay exe- 
cution in the matter of the A/in case, adjudged by the Hon. the 
Chief Justice, who had likewise granted the injunction for a week. 
It may be remembered that the money decreed in the jugdment 
of the Chief Justice to go to the Manchester firm was afterwards 
claimed by the official assignee for the behoof of the general body 
of Messrs. Lyall. Still, and Co.’s creditors. A portion of the sum 
decreed was also appealed against by the bank, and the money 
(the principal) is still in the hands of the Court in consequence 
of the injunction. An interpleader bill has been filed by the 
bank ; and now, on the motion for an extension of the injunction, 
the official assignee appeared by Mr. Pollard, his counsel. 

Mr. Whyte objected, saying that the present case was not one 
for an interpleader, and that it was not fair to saddle his clients 
with unnecessary expense in the matter. He also objected to the 
appearance of the official assignee by counsel. 

It was, after some further conversation, agreed that the injunc- 
tion would be extended for a fortnight, and that the defendants 
would have an opportunity of applying for a dissolution of the in- 

junction in the meantime, if they so chose. 





THE MACAO LIBEL CASE. 
a. F. M. PEREIRA V. A. DE 80UZA.—SPECIAL JURY CASE. 

The Acting Attorney-General appeared for the plaintiff, and 
Mr. Hallyar for defendant. 

The facts of the case being already well-known, we do not give 
the evidence, more especially as the leading features were re- 
viewed in his Lordship’s charge to the jury, of which the fol- 
lowing are the chief passages :—“The plaintiff in this case is a 
public officer, the defendant is a public writer, who accused the 
plaintift of the crime of bribery, extortion and corruption in the 
discharge of his public functions. The defendant pleaded not 
guilty and justification; that is, that the libel is true. If 
there had been sufficient evidence of its truth, defendant would 
be entitled to a verdict ; but if there had been no such evidence 
in support of the libel, the verdict must be for the plaintiff. A 
very gross libel it was, unless circumstances justified it. But 
there were none. The witnesses for the plaintiff had most unmis- 
takably sworn that there was not ascintilla of truth in it, and 
there had not been a single witness produced in its support. 

The jury then retired, and ina few minutes returned with a ver- 
dict for the full amount of damages claimed, 5,000 dollars, adding 
a rider as follows :—‘ From the evidence produced in this Court 
the jury consider that the plaintiff, Mr. Pereira, is entitled to 
general sympathy, as having been subjected to the most serious 
annoyance from a thoroughly unsupported and malicious charge.” 

The special jurymen then received their fees and the Court 
rose. As the jury were departing, Mr. Rowett, one of them, ad- 
dressing Mr. Pollard, asked if the fees were to come out of the 
plaintiff's pocket. 

Mr. Pollard replied that he supposed so. 

Mr. Rowett (tossing a note, or notes, on the table) exclaimed : 
Then I’ll have none of it. 

Other jurors followed Mr. Rowett’s example, and with this 
little dramatic incident the proceedings closed. 








STRAITS SETTLEMENTS.

SINGAPORE. 
” From this port we have dates to August 13. The home mails 
of July 2 and 8 were received on August 4 and 9 respectively, the 
latest London telegrams being to August 2. The Straits Times 
sums up the fortnight’s news as follows :— 


The shorthand report of the proceedings of the last meet- 
ing of the Legislative Council, held on the 22nd ult., and 
which were shortly alluded to in our last, has now been issued, 
and some important points seem to have come under notice to 
which our previous remarks did not refer. The Governor, in the 
first place, explained that the additional expenditure on Govern- 
ment House of 40,000 dols., which was voted by the Council in 
the early part of the year, had been sanctioned by the Secretary 
of State, but that an intimation had accompanied the sanc- 
tion that no further expenditure under this head would be 
_ confirmed. This cannot fail to be satisfactory to all parties, 
in so far that we can now, with some degrce of confidence, 
estimate the exact extent of the burden which this work 
is to impose on the resources of the colony. Accompanying this 
announcement is an assurance on the part of his Excellency that 
the revenue promises to be quite adequate to a liberal outlay on 
public works of general utility, and that the council will have 
very shortly to consider how this outlay can be best applied. It 
is to be hoped that if the Governor's views of the revenue prove 
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correct @ very careful consideration will mark all the money votes 
that are given in future. 

The presence of the Governor at Penang and of several of the 
official members of Council seems to have been availed of by the 
community there to strengthen the hands of the Executive, in 
view of the possible disturbances indicated in our last, which they 
believe to be imminent, and a supplementary ordinance has been 
introduced at an extraordinary meeting of the Council held at 
Penang for that purpose. In the present tone of the public mind 
here in Singapore any extension of power to the Executive is 
looked upon with jealousy, and no doubt the new ordinance will 
meet some outspoken criticism. 

News from the outports is of no particular interest. Locally the 
fortnight has been a more than ordinarily stirring one. On the 
31st ult. two of our largest and best esteemed Chinese merchants 
gave a public luncheon at the opening of their new gunpowder 
magazine, on the east coast of the harbour. About two hundred 
sucsis were present, including the Lieutenant-Governor, the Chief 

ustice, and most of the residents; two steamers conveyed the 
guests to and from the magazine, and the entertainment was one 
of the most brilliant that has taken place here for a long time. 
On the 4th inst. the Pacific Mail Company’s new steamer America, 
5,000 tons, arrived from New York on her way to her station on 
the San Franciscan and China route ; and on the 9th inst. the re- 
sidents were entertained to a very handsome luncheon on board, 
to which over a hundred and fifty people sat down, the Lieutenant- 
Governor and Chief Justice among the number. 

Messrs. Jardine, Matheson, and Co.’s new steamer Glenartney, 
Captain Bolton, arrived from Calcutta with opium, &c., for Hong 
Kong, on the 31st July. 

The Straits Observer says:—A case arising out of the charge 
of arson against Messrs. Locke and Hong Ghee, has for some days 
occupied the attention of the Police Gout, Locke and Hong 
Ghee charged Geok Teat, another storekeeper, with subornation of 
perjury. The counsel for the accused elected to reserve his 
defence, and after the witnesses for the prosecution had been 
heard, Geok Teat was committed for trial at the next criminal 
session ; he was admitted to bail in 1,000 dols. 

The steamer Wile, with a cargo of new season’s tea from Foo- 
chow, arrived on the 30th July. [By advices from Anjer sho 
passed through the Straits of Sunda on August 5. Several other 
vessels will be found in our Sunda list not mentioned in the Sin- 
gapore papers. ] 





CEYLON. 
oO 
COLOMBO. 

The dates from this port are to the 23rd August, the London 
mail of 30th July being due on the samo day. The Colombo Ob- 
server has the following :—Sir Hercules Robinson, Lady and Miss 
Robinson, Mr. Irving, the Colonial Secretary ; Captain Chapman, 
A.D.C.; Mr. Cameron, Private Secretary, and Dr. Charsley 
arrived in Colombo on the 14th August after their tour through 
Badulla, and Haldumulla, and then by Ratnapura homewards. 

The Evaminer says the Governor will remain at Colombo 
till the close of the Legislative Council Sessions, which are ex- 
pected to be opened without further delay. Only one draft of a 
proposed ordinance has as yet appeared in the Gazette, and we can 
only speculate on the character of the measures to be brought 
forward. Chief among these will be a Bill sanctioning the Galle 
Harbour improvements, on the terms offered by the Home Go- 
vernment, and a Bill to assimilate the currency of the island to 
that of India. 

Major-General Rennie, the recently arrived commander of our 
troops, does not seem to let the grass grow under his feet. Since 
he assumed the command he has been everywhere looking into 
everything. We now hear of him from Trincomalee as inspecting 
the garrison, awarding praise to some and taking others to task. 
General Rennie travelled overland by the Great Northern Road. 

Our railway is again in complete and perfect working order, 
and the glut of goods at the several stations in consequence of 
the recent block on the line has kept the engines on the move 
some four or five times a day. The returns from the traffic, 
therefore, within the last two weeks, are so much in excess 
of what used to be the ordinary collections, that they are 
expected fairly to make up the loss incurred during tho cessa- 
tion of traffic. In connection with this subject we may mention 
another project, that of extending the railway to the Customs 
premises ; the project in itself isa very feasible one, and we may 
even say a necessary one, but we happen to be so suspicious of 
the quarter from which it has emanated, that we refrain from 
pronouncing an opinion until it is fairly before the public, with 
all the details which its author can place before them. 

The Colombo municipality seems to be on the verge of insol- 
vency, and has been under the necessity of appying to Government 
either for additional sources of revenue to enable it to meets its 
wants, or for increased powers of taxation. 

A telegram from India announcing the suspension of payment 
by the Albert Insurance Company, an event for which most of 
the policy-holders were prepared by the ugly rumours previously 
current, has yet fallen on the people affected by it like a calamity. 

A branch of the Oriental will be opened at Haldamulle, 
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This arrangement will, no doubt, be appreciated by the Haputale 
planters, for whose special benefit it is made. 

We are informed that the scheme for the improvement of the 
Galle harbour will take in a breakwater and an inner wharf, the 
latter counected by a tramway with the Fort. Facilities will also 
be afforded for the erection of coal-sheds, warehouses, &c. 





We have received from Mr. Lawton, of Kandy, a photograph of 
the railway at “Sensation Rock,” taken after the rock-slip that 
occurred on the 14th of July. It gives a very good idea of the 
magnitude of the slip, notwithstanding that it had to be taken 
from the side, a front view being impossible, owing to the steep- 
ness of the precipice. 








Commercial Report, 
CEYLON, STRAITS, JAVA, AN D CHINA IMPORTS.* 


(For Dates see First page.) 


SHANGHAL—Piece Goods: A good business had been done in the chief 
staples, but at prices which had simply depended on the idea of buyers, 
Gray Shirtings: A steady daily business was reported in these goods—at 
prices much on a par with those current last Mail. Sales reported from 
first hands amounted to 170,000 to 180,000 pieces—chiefly of 7 Ibs. and 
8.4 lbs. weight. In addition to these there had been several auction sales 
of damaged goods—which had enabled the local trade to supply its wants 
at comparatively cheap figures. Floods at Hankow and a dull market at 
Tientsin had also had some effect in keeping prices down, while the former 
losses incurred by speculators had to a yreat extent prevented them from 
operating on the chance of arise. Quotations were, for 7 lbs., Tls. 1.93 
to 1.97; for 8.4 lbs. Tis. 2.15 to 2.19; and for 9 Iba, to 9.12 Ibs., Tis. 
2.50 to 3.0 per piece. T-Cloths : Fair sales of this class of goods were 
quoted at unchanged prices; but at the close there was rather less in- 
quiry, and rates were slightly weaker. Transactions in all weights 
were stated at 90,000 to 100,000 pieces, and the classes sold had 
again been chiefly those from good to fine. Quotations: 6 Ibs., Tls. 
1.40 to 1.72 (the latter figure being for chop-dollar goods) per piece; 

Ibs., Tle. 1.65 to 1.92 per piece; and 8 Ibs. to 8.4 lbs., 36 in., Tis. 
1.95 to 2.45 per piece; this last price being, as usual, for a special chop. 
White Shirtings: Sales had been to a very moderate extent, and prices 
tended downwards. A better state of affairs was looked for when the 
Northern demand sets in. Quotations (more or less nominal), 56 reed, 
Tis. 2.10 to 2.12 per piece ; 6U reed, Tls. 2.25 per piece; 64 reed, Tls. 2.35 
to 2.43 per piece ; 66 reed, Tls. 2.50 to 2.60 per piece. Drills, &c.: There 
had been very few sales of sound American goods, and quotations must be 
taken as nominal; the demand was very slack, even at reduced figures, 
English Cloth of 14lbs. to 14glbs. was wanted at Tls. 3.70 to 3.75 per 
piece, with few sellers, unless from Chinese second hands. Dutch Drills 
had declined about 5 cands per piece, and were not readily saleable, 
Woollens, &c.: Some sales of Long Ells had transpired, but arrivals were 
sufficient for immediate wants. A few parcels of Spanish Stripes had also 
changed hands, and there was some chance of the low values inducing 
more business. All culours of Camlets showed a decline, and sales of 
assortments were not easy to effect. Figured Orleans had been placed to 
a moderate extent at a slight decline on furmer quotations. Metals.— 
Nail Rod Iron: Had been disposed of to the extent of 16,000 bundles at 
Tls. 2.05 to 2.10 per picul, leaving in stock some 80,000 bundles. There 
had also been an inquiry for Bars, and sales consisted of 3,000 piculs at 
Tis. 2.20 to 2.35 per picul. The market for both classes was fairly firm. 
Lead: 3,204 piculs had been exported to the Northern and river ports 
daring the fortnight; rates may be quoted lower; L. B. offered at Tie. 
6.10. Coal: There had been no particular change. Cardiff—a cargo had 
been resold at Tls. 7.75; English—lower rates offered but not accepted ; 
American—a cargo to arrive placed at Tis. 10.25. 

Hankow.—Business in Piece Goods had been on an extremely limited 
acale, owing to the flooded condition of the whole of the fureign settle- 
ments, and a great part of the nativecity. Gray Shirtings: A few sales 
of 8} Ibs. had been effected at slightly lower prices, but at the close there 
was a somewhat better feeling in the market. 7 Ibs. goods and heavy 
makes had been neglected. Closing quotations:—Tls. 1.95 to 1.97 for 
7 Ibs., Tis. 2.14 to 2.18 for 8} lbs, and Tis, 2.90 to 3.08 per piece for 
9¥ lbs. goods. White Shirtings 5 cundareens per piece lower, and with- 
out inquiry. T-Cloths: Traders from the interior marts had taken a few 
parcels, but there was little business. Drills: Common qualities had been 
in some demand, but full supplies had come to hand, and prices had given 
way to the extent of 5 candareens to one mace per piece. Fancy Cottons 
had not met with much attention, Woollens and Worsteds: Camlets dull 
of sale at last quotations; Lastings not wanted; Long Elly: Demand 
very trifing ; Spanish Stripes and Medium Cloth: Hardly any transac- 
tions had taken place. Figured Orleans: All inquiry had fallen olf. 
Lead: Sales had been made for parcels taken for barter in Tea at T's. 5.60 
per picul for LB mark, but the demand was very trifling. Quicksilver : 
Tis. 52 per picul had been obtained for a small quantity, but there were 
few buyers at that price, Tin firm at Tis. 28 per picul, 

Hone Kone.—Cotton Yarn: Good demand for Nos. 16 to 24, at im- 
proved prices; quotations, 16 to 24, €132.50 to 137.50. Gray Shirt- 
ings, hardly any demand for 7 1b., small inquiry for 8.4 1b. at $2.80 
for best chups ; in heavy goods busine-s confined to auction sales at $3.50 
to 3.70, for 93 to 10 Ibs. goods. White Shirtings, nothing doing. T- 
Cloths, some business in ordinary makes of 6 and 7 Ib. imported from 
Singapore and Bombay ; fine qualities quite neglected and lower; no- 
thing doing in 36 inch goods; quotations, 6 lbs., $1.85 to 2.10: 7 Ibs., 
$2.15 to 2.45. Spotted Shirtings, no demand. ‘Turkey Red: Auction 
sales at $2.60 to 2.66; unsaleable privately. Brocades: Auction sales 
at $2.95; quite out of demand, Damasks, unsaleable; quotations nomi- 


nal. Chintzes, small demand for assurted, Velvets, little doing. 
Zo The pride hrrelia ad Markets, in advance of the present Mail, appeared in 
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Handkerchiefs, much depressed. Drills, no demand; a few Dutch, 
spotted, sold at auction at €460. Spanish Stripes, heavy stocks; Do 
demand. Long Ells continue much ‘depressed. Camlets: Best assorted in 
limited demand; quotations, SS, $16 to 17. Lastings, little businesg, 
demand subsided. Blankets, in oversupply and declining; quotations, 
45 to G0 cents per Ib, Metals: Nail Rod [ron in demand; heavy sizes 
most wanted. Bar in better inquiry. Hoop and Wire, nothing doing, s 
Lead dull, rates weaker, $7 to 7.10. Tin in good demand; no stocks ‘** 
supplies expected, £35 to 36 per picul. Coals: Only one arrival during 
the fortnight from England, and that for consumers ; several cargoes from 
Australia, a portion of which had been placed at $6 per ton ex ship, a 
chance sale being reported at $7 per ton. No demand existed for English 
or Cardiff. 

Batavia.—Gray goods in very little demand for local consumption, the 
market having been pressed with a bankrupt stock from which sales had 
been made from time to time at very low rates. These supplies were nearly 
exhausted, but second hands were still full, and no immediate improve- 
ment could be looked for either in demand or prices unless assisted by an 
inquiry from the outports, A little baying had been done for Singapore 
at abont f.7 for 8} Ibs, Shirtings, and f.2} for 3b. Madapollams in bond. 
Drills in fair request; English f.7 to 7.50, Dutch f.8.50 to 8.75. White 
Shirtings in better inquiry, and sales practicable to a moderate extent, 
the medium descriptions attracting most attention. Quotations :—64 to 
66 reed f.8.50 to 9.25. White Madapollams dull of sale; White Cam- 
brics also neglected; Dyed Cloth sold slowly; Yarns, both Gray and 
Coloured, were saleable in moderate quantities at the rates last quoted; 
Sewing Thread was occasionally saleable; Woollens generally in very little 
request. There had been some demand for White Woollen Blankets at £.6 
to 6} each. Metals: Copper Sheathing dull ; supplies ia first hands ample. 
All other Metals, with the exception of Tin Plates, which were scarce, and 
in some request, were overstocked and difficult of sale.

The market had been cleared at $3. White Cambrics : 153 and 163 moving 
slowly at #32 to 33. 24s in demand and worth $194 per corge. White 
Jacconets very little inquired for. White Madapollams saleable at last 
prices. Dyed Shirtings unaltered. A sale of Pink Spots of common 
description at $4.20. Brocades without change. Last sale of Black 
Velvets at 20 cents per yard. Turkey Red Cambrics: Low weights of 
these goods had been inquired for and a few sales of 2 Ib. 4 oz. were 
reported at $2.25. Mulls in no demand, stocks large. Prints in better 
demand. Bandana Handkerchiefs hard to move at last rates, stocks being 
heavy. Most descriptions of Sarongs very ditlicult to place, stocks continuing 
to increase considerably, Ist quality rather more inquired for, but at rates 
which holders were not prepared tu accept. Camlets worth last rates. 
Scarlet Long Ells, a small sale of 8 Ibs. at $6.25 had been made. Scarlet 
Spanish Stripes sold at 65 to 70 cents. All Wool Lastings: Assorted 
wanted and worth about 40 to 424 cents. Black are hard to move at 40 
cents per yard. (rray Yarn: 18s to 24 in demand and worth $120 to 
145 per bale. 303 out of stock. 403 worth £110 to 145. Turkey Red 
Yarn held for an advance. A sale of 10 Ib. reported at $150. Green in 
demand and sales made at $85 to 90. Copper Sheathings dull of sale. 
Yellow Metal bad been placed to some extent at $224 to23. Zinc Sheath- 
ing wanted ; none in stuck, Iron extremely dull and depressed. The only 
sales reported were of Nail Rods at $2.55 to 2.60, of Round at $2.40, and 
of Square at $2.30. Sales of Pig Lead at 30.25 to 6.3u for large slabs. 

Prnang.—There had been a little more demand for imported goods, 

with but little improvement in prices, Gray Shirtings of light weights 
continued scarce, aud some quantity had been dispo-ed of at a slight ad- 
vance in price. (Quotations: 6 Ibs. $455 7 Ibs., $52 per corge. For 8} 
Ibs, as high as G62 had been paid for very fine quality, but of inferior 
numbers some important sales had been made at from $58 to $39 per 
corge. In 45-inch goods no business had been done. In Gray Long 
Cloths and Gray Madapollams there had not been a single transaction, 
and quotations were nominal. For Gray T-Cloths the demand had been 
somewhat better, but holders did not feel inclined to let the goods go ex- 
cept at an advance on the prices off:red. For all other plain cottons the 
business had been but small, and prices had not altered. Immediately 
after the arrival of the steamer from Burmah, the Rangoon traders came 
on the market, and were large purchasers of yarns; a considerable quan- 
tity of Gray Mule was disposed of at $130 per bale fur No. 30, and at 
$140 per bale for No. 40.

Co1.omBo.—The animation reported in our advices by the last mail has 
continued to characterise dealings in staple goods throughout the fort- 
night, and the market closed firm. Gray Shirtings, Long Cloths, and 
Mule Twist had been dealt in freely. White Shirtings and Cambrics con- 
tinued well placed, White Victoria Lawns in moderate stocks, with good 
inquiry. T. R. Twist is steady, and for Orange and Green there was a 
geod market. Coloured Goods remained generally rather slow, but for 
Madras Prints there was a fair inquiry. T. R. Wove Handkerchiefs were 
getting down in stock, but the market did not show any effect therefrom.

SuaNGHAL—Black: A good business had been transacted during the 
fortnight, at irregular but hardening prices. ‘Taking the quality of the 
Teas settled into consideratiun, prices on the whole had advanced from 
Tis. 1$ to 2 on last mail’s rates. The market closed quiet. Settlements 
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for the fortnight, 40,241 chests. Re-shipments on owners’ account New 
Tea, 15,397 chests. Stock, 77 chops, or 20,750 chests. (Quotations (duty 
paid) :—IIohow, common to good, Ts. 17.1.0 to 23.7.5; Oanfas, Tls. 
23 to 28.2.5 ; Oonam, common to fair, Ts. 18.5.0 to 23; Ningchow, com- 
mon to medium, Tls. 20} to 26; Ovopack, Tls. 22 to 264; Redried Shan- 
ghai-packed, Tls. 94 to 97. Green: A moderate steady business had 
been done in Pingsueys, at about previous rates. The first of the Fy- 
chows had arrived, but no business had been transacted in them. The 
market was quiet, and stocks were accumulating rapidly. Settlements 
for the fortnight, 6,474 half-chests; Re-shipments on owners’ account, 
431 half-chests; Stock, 15,942 packages. Quotations :—Pingsuey Gun- 
powder, 1s. 5}d. to 3s. 5d.; Imperial, 1s. 13d. to 28, Ldd.; Young Hyson, 
Is. 04d. to 2s, 11d.; Twankay, 94d, to 1s. 1 fd. 

Hankxow.—The following is from Messrs, Drysdale, Ringer, and Co.'s 
Report :—Business has throughout the fortnight beea much curtailed by 
the flooded state of the country, which has prevented supplies coming 
forward, and made buyers mors or loss disinclined to operate owing to the 
difficulty of storing and preparing Teas for shipment, as many godowns 
have water in them. Settlements since date of our last are 7,765 chests, 
1,750 half-chvsts, and 1.150 boxes, at Tls, 14 to 21, nearly all of which 
are second crop Teas, Prices have been well maintained, closing rates 
showing a slight advance on our former quotations, We are new able to 
judge fairly of the second cron; we cvasider it much inferior to that of 
last year, and under the averaye. But few chops have any attractive 
character. It will, we think, without doubt, be short of the former 
growth; at the moment it shows a great falling off compared with 
the quantity to hand at corresponding date Jast year, but a geod quantity 
has of course been kept back by the high state of the water. The 
chops are much smaller this year than last, but few exceeding 300 
chests, Present rates give teamen from 1 to 2 taels profit; this has en- 
couraged some teamen, who had previously closed their hongs, to begin 
again, which is to be regretted, as it will doubtless increase the quantity 
of third crop which will be prepared for foreign markets. Our present 
export is a million in excess of what it was at same date last year, but 
in our next circular will in all probability show a decline, as during the 
corresponding fortnight five millions were then shipped, and we do not see 
much chance of more than half that quantity going forward this season. 
Shipments to Shanghai for sale on native account have now reached about 
130,000 packages more than the 10,000 in excess of the quantity they sent 
during the whole of season 1843-69. We quote fair to medium Oupacks, 
16} to 20; common Oanfas, 14) to 16 taels; Oonams, 15 to 163; Shuntam 
packed, 134 to 14 nominal. Settlements from 9th inst, to date:—350 
chests 750 half-chests at Tls. 14 to 153; 4,000 chests 690 half-chests at 
Tis. 16 to 18; 3,400 chests 310 half-chests at Tle. 184 to 21. 

Foocniow.—For a few days after the last mail’s departure settlements 
were made on a less extensive scale, but on the receipt of the 4th June 
mail from England, with somewhat improved accounts of the home 
market, the demand for Congous again became active, and prices had since 
further advanced. Congous: All grades, excepting “dust and siftings,” 
which were only a shade hi;:her, shuwed an advance of one to two taels, 
and although settlements had been more moderate, there appeared every 
indication that prices will be maintained, the teamen being firm holders, 
in view of the reduced stuck, and the moderate extent of supplies of 
second crop teas, which continued verwinferior in quality. We quote— 
Medium, Tls. 23 to 25, equal to 1s. 64d. to 1s. 7}d. per lb.; Flavory, 
Tis. 17 to 22, equal to 1s. 2$d. to 1s. 5$d.; ordinary to good com- 
mon, Tis. 14 to 16, equal to 1s. O$d. to 1s. 2d.3 broken-leaf, Tis. 10 
to 13, equal to 10d. to 113d.; dust and siftings, ['ls. 6 to 9, equal to 7}. 
to 94d. = Souchong: Settlements were made early in the fortnight, on 
more favourable terms, and the demand had since been more gene- 
ral, resulting in a rather extensive business at the following prices :— 
Fine, Tls. 28 to 30, or 1s. 94d. to ls 11d. perlb.; good medium, Tls, 24 
to 27, or 1s. 7d. to 1s, 9d. per Ib.; fair, ‘Ils. 20 to 23, or 1s, 4}d. to 
1s. 64d. per 1b.; common, Tis, 15 to 19, or 1s. 14d. to 13. 33d. per Ib. 
Oolongs: Business in this description had been very small, and the few 
settlements reported were doubtless for the En-lish market. We quote: 
Fine, Tls. 21 to 23, or 1s. 53-1. to le. 64d. per lb.; fair to melum, Tis. 17 
to 20, 1s. 24d. to 1s. 44d. per 1b. Supplies to date were still considerably 
under those of last season. Flowery Pekoes had again been purchased 
to some extent at about previous rates, say :—Finest, Tls. 50 to 60, or 
8s. Odd. to 3s. 62d. per 1b.; fine, Ts. 40 to 45, or 2s, 6. to 23. 9d. per Ib. ; 
medium, ‘ls. 26 to 35, or 1s. 83d. to 2s. 24d. per 1b. Scented Teas have 
been taken to a moderate amount without change in value. 

SILK. 

SHanaual.—The following is from Messrs. Skeggs and Co.’s Re- 
port:—After the departure of last mail a slow dragying business forced 
prices of medinm and common silks rather lower, and a considerable busi- 
ness has ensued at a reduction ranging from 5 to 10 taels on these descrip- 
tions, although Red Peacovks have maintained their position at Tis, 460. 
Fine Silks are firmly held for previous rates, and chops in one or two 
instances are a shade higher. The following are a few of the leading quo- 
tations :—Choopings, No. 3, Tx. 560 ; Dragons, No. 3, Tls. 5574; Donkey, 
Tis. 550 (Yakee’s being held for the same); Blue Flag, Tls. 515; Blue 
Peacock, (Qui-sute-fei, Tls, 4924; and Red Peacocks, Tls. 460. Hainins 
and Kahing Taysaams are unchanged, and the same applies to Chincums, 
although a few very common lots have been settled at a nominal decline. 
Skeins have been taken at Tls. 360; best Long Reels at Tis. 390 to 400; 
and aconsiderable quantity of English fashion Throwns at Tls. 470 to 
620. The market closes weak, and with continued depressing advices 
from Europe, we still anticipate a further decline being established here. 
Settlements for the fortnight are estimated at 2,700 bales. 

JAVA PRODUCE. 

Batavia.—Anrrack, 4 per cent. overproof: In inquiry at £.118 to f£.122 
per leaguer of 133 imperial gallons. Coffee: For Ordinary Green Java, 
£.83 to £.34 per picul was offered, but planters were disinclined to realise 
except at higher rates. Blue Bean worth f.37 to £.38 per picul. Padang: 
None in the market. Cas-ia Vera: Only small quantities procurable. 
Cubebs: No transactions. Last sale at Samarang at f.18 to £.20 per 
picul. Gum Damar maintained its value. Indigo: Sales had taken place 
at Samarang at f.5.25 to f.5.35 per Dutch pound for first quality. India- 
rubber scarce, and worth £.90 to f.100 per picul. Gutta-percha: Small 
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quantities procurable; worth f.60 to f.120 per picul, according to quality 
Tin: 5,000 piculs Billiton at auction realised f.71.42 per picul. Nutmegs 
in good demand, at f.110 to f.115 per picul, Mace very scarce, and 
wanted at f.95 to f.100 per picul. Pepper: None to be had. Nominal 
value f.18.50 to f.19 per picul for Black, f.30 for White. Rattans: Sales 
reported of Padang at f.8 to f.8.50, and of Borneo at f.11 to f.12 per 
pical. Sugar in keen demand, and sales made at [.15.50 to f.16 per picul 
for No. 14. Sugar making was being actively carried on. 


STRAITS AND CEYLON PRODUCE. 

Srncarore.—A moderate businees had been done in produce during the 
fortnight. Gambier continued at $3.074 until near the close, when the 
price advanced to $3.124 ; about 950 tons had been contracted for—one- 
half at the lower, and one-half at the higher quotation, at which the market 
closed firm. Black Pepper in good demand, but there was none coming 
forward, and dealers refused to contract. White Pepper more active, and 
a good many purchases, chiefly, it is believed, for the Continent, had been 
made. In Sago Flour the business had been small, and supplies were not 
large. Pearl Sago and Tapioca had been bought at slightly easier rates. 
Hides in largerrequest, and considerable purchases had been made. Gutta- 
percha neglected, and no supplies of first quality Iudia rubber were in the 
market. 

PENANG.—-The produce market had not been well supplied during the 
fortnight, and prices of the principal articles of export had hardened, on 
account of an increased demand for the Indian and Chinese markets. 
Close on the departure of the last mail Tin was secured at $29.15 per 
picul, and at a slight advance on that price; but since the arrival of ad- 
vices from China and Bengal the native traders had raised the price as 
high as $29.40 per picul. Advices had been received that some 4,000 
slabs of Tin bad left Tongkah for Penang, but European houses would 
not give the high price asked by the agents of the shippers—say 
$29.40. It appears that this demand for China had sprung up 
in consequence of the Chinese Tin Mines having failed—so that now all 
the tin required in China must be imported, necessitating a supply from 
the Straits settlements or from Banca, and, of course, causing an advance 
in the price. A small lot of West Coast Pepper that arrived just after the 
departure of the mail was secured at $5.90 per picul, but since then none 
had come forward, and what was expected could not be obtained at less 
than $6.30 per picul, Of East Coast and Acheen Pepper the supply had 
been much restricted, and prices had hardened. Some 2,000 piculs were 
offering at $6.30. The price, $6.20, had been offered and refused. 

CoLompo.—With regard to Coffee, there is little to report; tails of 
crops were arriving, but for them there was no demand—crops for later 
delivery continued on offer at 11s. Gd. to 12s. Gd. Native only arriving 
in parcels of a few hundred weights; the price was 423. picked and dried, 
but very smal] quantities to be had. Cocoanut Oil depressed. Cinnamon 
rather easier, Coir not in much inquiry, but good qualities of Yarn and 
Fibre sold without difficulty. Plumbago continued to be taken freely ; 
fine bright lump at £15, chips £7, dust £4. 10.

MR. ROSS BROWNE ON BRITISH POLICY IN 
CHINA. 

That Mr. ‘Ross Browne has emphatically denounced the 
BurwincaMe policy can no longer be denied. In our last 
issue we were enabled to publish the full text of his reply to 
the addresses of the residents at Shanghai; and its tenor 
affords the most complete confirmation of at least one 
item of news in the telegram that has formed the basis 
of such an animated controversy. Mr. Browne states 
that the allegation that the “new policy” means jus- 
tice to China, and therefore progress, is “utterly unwar- 
ranted by facts.” This is indeed emphatic. By this new 
policy, says Mr. Browse, we admit the right of any nution, 
however degraded, to enjoy the privileges and immunities 
of a civilised Power, while it persistently rejects the ob- 
ligations imposed by the community of nations for the 
general welfare. In other words, we lend our influence to 
the maintenance of false and superstitious systems, and the 
degradation of our fellow-creatures. Nothing could be more 
forcible or more true. The despatch is a voluminous one, 
and we must be content witha few more short quotations. 
“ Believing our civilisation to be superior to theirs, we should 
“ endeavour to elevate the Chinese to our standard ; but surely 
* that can never be done by an unqualified acceptance of 
“their claim to the independence enjoyed by Christian 
* States."—“I believe an unreserved recognition of the 
“ right of an ignorant Pagan nation to do as it pleases, how- 
* ever retrogressive its action may be, or injurious to the 
* cause of human progress, to be not only impolitic, but 
* absolutely pernicious in its tendency. During the past 
‘ year, since it has become known that the Governments 
“of the United States dhd Great Britain have pledged 
“themselves unconditionally to this course, a greater 
“ number of outrages have been perpetrated upon Foreigners 
“than during the previous eight years.”—“It is simply 
“ pandering to the bigotry and self-conceit of the Chinese 
“rulers to treat them under all circumstances, and with- 
“out any reservation, as independent and intelligent beings.” — 
“The Imperial authorities are free enough in promising re- 
‘dress, because they know the provincial officers are adroit 
“ enough to evade it, and have but little regard for truth.”— 
* Reference of all important questions back to the Home 
“Governments before a single gunboat can be used, and 
“where telegraphic communication is rigidly prohibited, is 
“simply to nullify, and bring into contempt, all diplomatic 
“power in China”—And here is something still more 
to the point :—The policy of seeking refuge on board 
“of war vessels is both impracticable and humiliat- 
“ing. No community of Englishmen or Americans at 
“any of the treaty ports will desert their hard-earned 
“ vantage-ground in the presence of danger. It is not a na- 
“ tional characteristic of either to seek safety in flight. No 
“ wonder the bare suggestion of an alternative so degrading 
“ should be received here with incredulous amazement. There 
“ig something in Anglo-Saxon blood that burns at such a 
“thought. The naval officer in command of a vessel, who 
“ would see a defenceless community of merchants or mis- 
“ sionaries beleagured by a host of semi-barbarians, and not 
“expend the last grain of powder in their defence, would 
“ merit the contempt of all honourable men, and dismissal 

‘ from the service which he had disgraced. What American, 
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“ what Englishman, holding a commission, would not sacri- 
“ fice it, should the folly or imbecility of his superiors assure 
“him of such a fate for doing his duty, rather than bear 
“ thenceforth the brand of infamy upon his brow?” These 
last sentences are worthy to be written in letters of gold. 
A more withering, yet just, denunciation of the “folly and 
imbecility ” (terms only too well deserved) of English policy 
in China, could not have been framed. Speaking of the 
BuRtinGaME Mission, Mr. BRowNE says :—“ It is quite clear 
“to my mind that it was not intended by the Chinese rulers 
“as @ progressive movement. What the Imperial 
“authorities wanted, in reality, was to arrest progress . . 
“the astute mandarins had no idea of advancing ; they 
“were chiefly concerned to know how they could prevent in- 
“ novations.” 

Comment upon these remarkable utterances is almost 
needless. They express the honest convictions of a man of 
undoubted probity, of generous sympathies, and of long expe- 
rience ; whose estimable qualities have won him the sincere 
respect and admiration, not only of his fellow-citizens, but of 
Foreigners of all nationalities in China. Read, once more, 
the testimony of our own countrymen in Shanghai :—‘ We 
“believe you owe your recall to the persistent manner in 
“which you have continued to express views contrary to 
“those which your own Government have adopted at the in- 
“stigation of Mr. Burtincame. You have refused to remain 
“silent when you were convinced that your Government were 
“being misled ; and you have taken up this disinterested 
“attitude from a sense of duty.” It is useless to contend 
against such evidence as this. Mr. Browne's words carry 
conviction with them, despite the puny efforts of Mr. Bur- 
LINGAME’S organs to throw discredit on them. When the 
combined folly and imbecility of Mr. Guapstonr’s Cabinet 
shall have landed us in another China war, the value of these 
truths will then, too late, be recognised. 


WE have to note a curious circumstance connected with 
the publication of Mr. Ross Brownr’s despatch. The tele- 
gram wherein its purport was foreshadowed raised quite a 
controversy in the columns of the daily papers, and many 
“ leaders” were devoted to it. It was therefore to be ex- 
pected that when the full text of the document was published 
it would have attracted a good deal of attention. But this 
was by no means the case. The day after it appeared in the 
London and China Telegraph it was noticed by the Star and 
the Manchester Guardian, but, as far as our knowledge goes, 
these are the only two journals that have thought it worth 
even a paragraph | 


Tur Philadelphia correspondent of The Times writes that 
Mr. Ross Browne, by a telegram from San Francisco, con- 
tradicts the report that the Chinese Government contem- 
plated rejecting the treaty concluded between the United 
States and China by the Burtincame Embassy. It is quite 
impossible that Mr. Ross Browns, or any other Foreigner, 
can know what the Chinese Government “ contemplate ” 
doing, and most unlikely that Mr. Browne would pretend to 
such kuowledge. Probably what he really telegraphed was, 
that the Chinese Government had not avowed to him any 
intention of repudiating the convention. 


THE question whether the Mixavo is to be held liable for 
the balance of the Simonoseki indemnities due from the late 
Sxiogoon’s Government to England, France, America, and 
Holland, has been referred home by the Ministers of those 
countries to their respective Governments. Here is a di- 
lemma for Mr. Guapstone. On the one hand, the pocket of 
the British tax-payer to be protected—on the other, a grand 
opportunity of extending to Japan the policy of conciliation 
and self-sacrifice applied to China. Probably some plan of 
joint action will be determined on. We cannot afford to be 
loss generous than our allies. 


THE movement in favour of importing Chinese labour into 
the Southern States still goes on, though the apprehensions 
with which the tbreatened influx is viewed in California are 
rather on the increase. It is argued that the immigration 
might easily reach half a million in one year, which would 
be equal to the entire population of the State; so that in a 
very few years the white inhabitants would be “buried under 
an Asiatic avalanche.” 
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LICENSED GAMBLING, 

Ir is rumoured that a proposition is likely to be brought 
forward for the introduction of the system of gambling licenses 
into Singapore, of course for the same reasons as those which 
induced its adoption in Hong Kong. Both for purposes of 
revenue, and for the promotion of good order and morality, 
we should he disposed to advocate a measure which would 
place gambling under the surveillance of the police. Our 
reasons for taking this view were put forth with sufficient 
explicitness when the system first came into operation in 
Hung Kong, and need not be repeated here; but it is 
to be feared that the ideas of the majority of our 
legislators are not sufficiently far advanced to admit of 
such a proposal being favourably regarded by the House 
of Commons. Public opinion however, shows a growing 
tendency to discard these old-world notions, based on ‘a false 
delicacy that would rather ignore vice than recognise its 
existence with a view to impose such restrictions as are expe- 
dient for moral and sanitary purposes. What cannot be 
cured must be endured ; but many incurable evils admit of 
being rendered more endurable by some modification, which 
cannot be applied without legal recognition. There was at 
first a great outcry against the “Contagious Diseases Act,” 
although it involved but a partial recognition of the evil 
it was directed avaiust, and its operation was restricted to 
certain seaports and garrison towns; but its action has 
proved so unmistakably beneficial that already there is a 
Movemeut on foot for its extension to all large towns. We 
tax, for purposes of revenue, some necessaries of life, most 
luxuries, and (in the shape of fines) even some crimes—or 
at least, those minor breaches of the law known as misde- 
meanours. Why not tax men’s vices too? Practically, the 
thing is done here, in England, already. Drunkenness is as 
much a vice as gambling—twin vices we might call them in 
fact, for the oue so constantly leads to the other that they 
too often go hand in hand. The gin-palace and the beer- 
shop are the centres of drunkenness, and consequently 
of crime; yet licre, in civilised Kngland, where any 
allusion to a licensed gaming-table is received with 
a shudder of outraged morality, we have an organised 
system of licensing these “ drunkeries,” as Mr. Alderman 
Lusk, with more torce than elegance, lately termed them. 
But then there is such a wide difference between the two 
cases. The big brewers and distillers are a powerful force in 
the House of Commons, and their interests must be taken 
care of ; whereas, who would benefit by extending the system 
applied to public houscs here to gaming-tables in an Eastern 
coluny? Nobody of any importance ; only the colonists ! 
We presume the question will claim attention from the 
Straits Settlements Association at no distant date. 


“ ABOVE all, gentlemen,” said a great general, “let us 
have no zeal.” In other words,—Perform your functions 
with the regularity and precision of a well-oiled machine, 
but never deviate, by a hair's breadth even, from the pre- 
scribed path of duty. Yours is not the brain to originate, but 
only the hand to execute. This is the condition to which the 
Consular service in China is now reduced. Consul Ginson took 
a higher view of the meaning of duty, and has fallen a victim to 
his well meant but unappreciated zeal. There is a sort of melan- 
choly satisfaction in learning that he lived long enough to 
find his conduct fully approved by Sir RurHerrorp ALcocK, 
and the latter deserves all praise for his manly course in 
awarding his personal approbation in the teeth of the per- 
sistent sculdings of the Foreign-office. But it is a sad story 
altogether, and “ point de :éle” is the lesson it too plainly in- 
culcates. 





It is stated that the principal object of the despatches 
lately received by Mr. BurLincamE from Prince Kune was to 
request him to intercede with the United States in favour of 
the thousands of Chinese in Peru, who are most brutally 
treated both in the mines and at the guano “digvings.” 
That Mr. Burtincame will at once comply with this request 
we cannot doubt, and it is to be hoped that his intercession 
will be successful ; but the Chinese Government can hardly 
look for any very vigorous action on the part of the United 
States unless they are prepared to give full effect to the en- 
gagemeuts made by Mr. Burcincame on their behalf with 
that Power. The treatment of Chinese coolies in Peru is 
certainly a disgrace to humanity, 
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THE SUEZ CANAL. 

WaatTrVER uncertainty may exist as to the time when the 
Suez Canal will be completed to its full depth throughout, 
there is an evident determination that the inaugural cere- 
mony shall come off, with all possible éclat, on the appointed 
day. The Viceroy has issued his otlicial invitations to that 
effect, and they include a large number of celebrities, political, 
literary, and artistic. The circular note conveying the in- 
vitation informs those to whom it is addressed that railway 
passes will be presented to them, and cabins secured for them 
on board the steamers of the Messageries Imnperiales or the 
P. and O. Company, according to their wishes. The hos- 
pitalities offered include a trip to Upper Egypt for those who 
choose to avail themselves of it, and the arrangements are 
altogether on a scale of generous profusion. 

The Canal Company has just issued the regulations for the 
navigation of the Isthmus. All vessels will be allowed to 
pass through which have not more than 74 metres draught 

242 feet). Steamers can navigate the Canal without assist- 
ance, but sailing vessels over fifty tons must employ one of the 
company’s tow-boats. The maximum rate of speed is fixed at 
about six knots, per hour. At this rate the Isthmus will be 
crossed in fifteen to eighteen hours, time occupied in enter- 
ing and leaving the Canal not included. Every ship of more 
than one hundred tons is required to take one of the com- 
pany’s pilots, whose duty it will be to give all the necessary 
instructions relative to the navigation of the Canal, but the 
pilot takes no responsibility as regards the conduct or man- 
agement of the vessel ; this remuins with the captain. An 
extraordinary regulation is made respecting anchors or any- 
thing else that may fall overboard in the Canal ; the crew is 
not to be allowed to fish anything up, but the captain must 
leave instructions with the pilot, who will transmit them to 
the proper officers of the company, who will make the sal- 
vage—when the ship is on its way to India or China, perhaps. 
What can be the object of such a bit of red tape as this? 
Of course great care will have to be taken of the bottom and 
sides of the Canal; but surely the pilot’s presence would 
protect the company’s interest in this particular. The fol- 
lowing are the dues fixed by the company :—Transit fee from 
one sea to the other, 10 francs per ton, and the same for each 
passenger on board ; towage, 2f. per ton. Port fees at Port 
Said, Ismaila, or Suez, after the first twelve hours, 5 centimes 
per ton per diem ; maximum time allowed in either port, 
twenty days. The charge for the pilot is fixed according to 
the draught of the ship, an 800 ton ship, drawing eighteen 
feet water, would have to pay £18 for pilotage ; but vessels 
which are towed are allowed a discount of 25 per cent. on the 
amount of the pilotage. All these charges, excepting that 
on the passengers, would amount in the case of a vessel of 
800 tons to about £400. 


WE regret to have to record the loss of the Cainatic, a fine 
P. and O. steamer of about 1,8U0 tons and 400-horse power, 
on the Island of Shadwan, in the Gulf of Suez. It occurred 
on Monday, the 13th inst. She had a general cargo, about 
£40,000 in specie, and the Bombay Mails, all of which went 
down in the ship ; of thirty-seven passengers, five were lost, 
and of the crew, nine Europeans and fifteen natives are miss- 
ing. The steamer, wo are sorry to say, will be in a double 
sense a loss to the company, as they are their own insurers ; 
it is however well-known that their “underwriting account” 
is a paying affair. ‘The cargo and specie are insured in 
London and Liverpool, and it is thought the latter may be 
recovered. The Mauils, it is to be feared, are entircly lost, 
and we believe this is the first time such a thing has hap- 
pened to the P. and O. Company. While all will sympathiee 
with the sufferers by this calamity, it will none the less be a 
relief to our readers to find that it has befallen a Bombay, 
not a China Mail. 


Mason Cnampaly, R.E., left Marseilles by the last P. and 
O. steamer, accompanied by Mr. Latimer Cuark and a staff 
of electricians, for the purpose of laying the second Persian 
Gulf Cable, which is expected to be completed in November. 
There will then be two complete and independent lines of 
telegraph the whole distance from Loudon to Calcutta, 











We are able to confirm the announcement recently made 
as to the approaching marriage of the Rajah of Sarawax. 
The event will take place next month, and the Rasag will 
proceed to Sarawak in the spring. 
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WE have already expressed our profound disgust with the 
conduct of the French mercenaries who promoted the sedi- 
tious designs of Ennomoro, the Japanese rebel, and basely 
deserted him in the hour of need. It seems the Mrxapo’s 
Government consider themselves entitled to demand repara- 
tion from France—whose accredited representative in Japan 
connived at the filibustering exploit—for the loss of life 
and property resulting from it, and that they intend to 
prefer a claim for five millions of dollars. Clearly the 
Japanese have as good a right to demand, compensation from 
France for the injury inflicted on them by M. Bruner and 
his companions-in-arms, as the French have to require the 
Mixapo to make good the loss they sustained by Prince 
Cuostv’s indiscretion at Simonoseki ; and we hope they may 
get it. 


THE question whether a transition period is not simul- 
taneously commencing both in the tea and opium trades 
affords food for speculation. The cultivation of tea 
in British India is now an assured success, and, the 
labour difficulty once solved, there need be no appreciable 
limit to its expansion. This is the first step towards making 
us independent of China for our supplies of tea; while, 
curiously enough, the Chinese are at the same time endeavour- 
ing, by a widely-extended cultivation of the poppy in their 
own country, to become independent of India for their 
consumption of opium. At present there is no appearance 
of any falling off in the shipments of China tea, while, on 
the other hand, a marked decrease is already visible in the 
sales of opium at the open ports ; so far, therefore, the Chi- 
nese seem to have the best of it. 


Some remarks that fell from Governor Orp at a late meeting 
of tre Council in Singapore, relative to the steam yacht ordered 
to be built in this country for his Excellency’s use, are calou- 
lated to excite renewed apprehensions in the minds of those 
interested in promoting economy in the Straits administra- 
tion. We are fortunately in a position to allay any such feeling 
of uneasiness by stating, on good authority, that the building 
of the steamer has not even been commenced ; and further, 
that the accounts sent home by Sir Harry Orp are being 
subjected to a most searching examination, with the view of 
restraining expenditure on objects not calculated to promote 
the general welfare of the colony. 


Our readers are already aware that an Act was passed last 
Session authorising the severance of the Straits Settlements 
from the Episcopal See of Calcutta. We understand it has 
ween decided to attach them to the Diocese of Labuan, so 
that in future Bishop CHamBers will have ecclesiastical juris- 
diction over the Straits. The change is likely to meet with 
general approval. 


Caer Justice Suan arrived by the last mail from Hong Kong 
on leave of absence. His name was not announced amongst the 
list of passengers. We understand that Mr. Pauncefote, the At- 
torney-General, takes the bench, and Mr. Pollard acts as attorney- 
general ad interim.

According to our last advices from Japan, the threatened in- 
crease in the duties on tea and silk was not expected to be carried 
into effect. On the other hand, we understand that a telegram 
has been received by the United States Government, stating posi- 
tively that the increased duties will be levied from and after the 
lst of January next. It is said that the rise in the duty on 
silk will vary from two and a half to fifteen per cent., according 
to the quality ; on tea it will be only about one-half per cent. 

The directors of the Agra Bank (Limited) have declared an ad 
interim dividend for the six months ending 30th June last, on 
the paid-up capital of the undertaking at the rate of 7 per cent 
per annum, payable on and after the lst Gctober next, before 
which date the usual warrants will be issued to the shareholders, 

The creditors of Overend, Gurney, and Co. (Limited) have re- 
ceived the last instalment on their debts, completing 20s. in the 
pound. There now remains nothing to be scttled with them ex- 
cepting the interest (for the delayed instalments), the receipt of 
which the creditors, on the recommendation of Mr. Charles Op- 
penheim, have agreed to postpone until the 30th of June next. 

The tenders for £325,000 in bills on India were received on the 
15th inst. at the Bank of England, when the amounts allotted 
were—to Calcutta, £315,900, and to Madras, £9,100. The minimum 
price was fixed, as before, at 1s. 11d. on both presidencies, and 
tenders on the above presidencies at 1s. 11gd. will receive about 
165 per cent.; those above in full. These results show a dimi- 
nution in the demand for means of remittance to the East. 

The amount of bullion by the P. and O. Company’s steamer 
Ceylon, from Southampton on the 18th inst., was in gold, to Galle, 
£120; to Bombay, £27,600; to Madras, £1,271; in silver, to 
Bombay, £19,300 ; to Calcutta, £30,000 ; to Hong Kong, £24,729 ; 
to Shanghai, £640 ; total in gold, £28,991 ; in silver, £74,669. 

The following letter, which has been addressed to the Editor of 
The Times, contains a singular and important announcement with 
reference to the mode of levying Customs’ duties upon tea and 
other articles at New York :— 

‘3, Lombard-street, London, E.C., Sept. 6. 

“ Srr,—In July last we shipped, per steamer Bellona, to New York, on 
behalf of a constituent, 216 half-chests of tea, consigned to one of the first 
mercantile houses. The duty payable on tea from this country is 10 per 
cent. ad valorem, in addition to 25 cents per lb. the ordinary duty on direct 
importuations from China. But the Custom-house authorities at New 
York have been instructed to demand that the invoice be made up with 
the English duty of 6d. per pound added to the cost. This is an entirely 
new provision, and, as has been officially explained to our correspondents, 
‘ grows out of a recent importation of malt from Canada into Chicago, the 
authorities in Washington having decided that such malt should have been 
invoiced at the market price out of bond.’ Not only, however, is the 10 
per cent. on the English duty now claimed, but a penalty of 20 per cent. 
upon the whole importation has been imposed. Our friends were about 
to represent to the department the injustice of their proceedings, but they 
appear to doubt whether their representation will have any effect. We 
think it well to make the facts known, as we suppose that the levying of 
Customs’ duty upon the duty leviable in another country is without pre- 
cedent. The tea in question did not, of course, pay English duty here, 


having been exported in bond.— We are, Sir, your most obedient servants,

Messrs. J. C. Sillar and Co.’s Circular, dated the 8th inst., con- 
tains the following allusion to an error committed in returning 
the stocks of Tea :— 

In writing our Tea report we cannot pass over without remark the ex- 
traordinary statement made by our fellow brokers as represented by the 
Tea Brokers’ Association, viz., that five thousand tons of Congou Tea 
have been discovered in the East and Weat India Dock Warehouse, of 
which no entries have ever been made, and no notice previously ever been 
taken, Disgraceful as this transaction may be, had it been the first 
time such @ thing had occurred we should have been inclined to have 
treated the matter leniently; but as the same thing has so fre- 
quently happened before, we cannot al'ow it to pass unchallenged 
and without protest. About three years ago the stock of Tea was 
found to be 15,000,000 Ibs. heavier than that stated by the princi- 
pal brokers, a large proportion of this being Congou. The year following 
an error of 6,000,000 to 7,000,000 Ibs. was discovered ; of this 4,000,000 
Ibs. was Congou, and 1,000,000 Ibs. Green Tea. In 1867 there was an 
error of 1,500,000 Ibs., of which 500,000 Ibs. was Greea Tea, and now 
we find another error of 5,000,000 Ibs, in the atock of Congoa, the equi- 
valent of the total cargoes of five vessels of a thousand tons cach. We 
sincerely hope that ere long the suggestions may be carried out of obtain- 
ing the actual weights of each description of Tea remaining in the bonded 
warehouses, with the actual weight of each kind imported and delivered 
every month. The power of procuring this rests, as we have before 
stated, with the Tea Brokers’ Association, and until such time as this in- 
formation is procured, and incorrect statistics in Tea have become a thing 
of the past (as we soon hope to see the other evils of the trade, viz., the 
false weights rendered to the importer, and the unjustifiable deductions 
from the purchase money), we have little hope of witnessing a better state 
of things in this trade.

A heavy loss on the underwriters and marine insurance companies was 


| reported on the 17th inst., by the receipt of a telegram from Shanghai, 


via Kiachta, announcing the total wreck of the British ship Hamilla 
Mitchell, belonging to Glasgow, outward bound, from London to Shanghai, 
on the Leuconna Kock, within 130 miles of her destination, with a cargo 
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valued at £150,000, and specie to the amount of £50,000. The infor- 
mation came from Lloyd's agent at Shanghai. The Hamilla Mitchell 
was a first-class iron ship of nearly 1,000 tons, owned by Mr. Thomas 
Mitchell, of Glasgow, and was commanded by Captain Brandscomhe, 
Lloyd's register describes her as having been built at Dundee in 1864, 
under special survey. She sailed from Gravesend on the 5th of April 
last, and passed Anjer on the 15th July. The date of her loss is 
not mentioned in the telegram, only the spot where it occurred, known as 
Leuconna Hammocks, a cluster of rocks in lat. 30.25 N., lon. 122.33 E., 
in the fair way to the entrance of the Yangtsze-Kiang, about 130 
miles from Shanghai. The crew appeared to have saved themselves by the 
ship's boats, and reached the port in safety. There is no doubt that on 
the intelligence reaching Shanghai the English Consul, with Lloyd’s agent, 
took immediate steps to save as much of the valuable cargo as possible, 
especially the £50,000 in specie, which was stowed in a strong chest under 
the captain's cabin; but should the treasure become known to the hordes 
of Chinese fishermen who frequent these islands, the opinion of nautical 
men who are well acquainted with the desperate character of those men is, 
that it will be all plundered unless a war vessel is brought into service to 
drive them off. There is from nineteen to twenty-five fathoms of water 
round the rocks where she struck, The London Salvage Association have 
despatched one of their officers to Shanghai to look after the interest of the 
underwriters. All the specie is insured, the £50,000 being divided among 
four of the leading marine insurance companies in the City ; part of 





the ship and cargo is insured at Lloyd's, and the remainder among the 
offices. 





LAUNCHES. 


On the 6th inst. more than ordinary interest was excited among sea- 
men and shipowners at Aberdeen by the launch from the yard of 
Messrs. Hall of a splendid clipper ship, built expressly to take part in 
next year’s home tea race from China. The vessel is of composite con- 
straction, planked with teak, and embraces all the most modern im- 
provements in mercantile naval architecture—the aim of the famous 
builders being to send out an “Aberdeen clipper” that for sailing 
speed, strength, and beauty of finish, may match with the most cele- 
brated of this class of ships. The dimensions of the vessel are :— 
Length, 220 feet; beam, 36 feet ; depth of hold, 20 feet; and 1,000 
tons register. She waschristened the Caliph by Miss Rennie, daughter 
of Mr. J. T. Rennie, shipbroker, and is the property of Mr. Alexander 
Hector, London. 


There has been launched from the west shipbuilding-yard of Messrs. 
Chas. Connell and Co., Overnewton, Glasgow, a finely modelled iron 
sailing ship, named the City of Madrid, of 1,200 tons register, and 
classed AA at Lloyds. This vessel is a sister ship to the City of Perth, 
launched last year, and is the eighth vessel built by this firm for 
Messrs. George Smith and Son's splendid fleet of East India traders.
